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Destruction and Construction 


HE year is coming to an end and a new yeal 
lies ahead. How little any of us envisaged 
what the vear would bring to us as a nation 

and as nurses 12 months ago! Had we been 
asked to believe that the British Empire would 
be left to fight alone—would be able to fight 
alone, with our allies and our friends on the 
continent unable any longer to give us either active 
assistance or the protection of their neutrality 

we should with difficulty have grasped the facts, 
with far greater difficulty believed them. 

And yet so the Empire stands to-day and is 
surely the stronger for her standing True, 
war has brought a destruction which has affected 
the homes of our people, their health problems, 
and the hospitals which serve them more seriously 
than many of us were prepared to see. Never- 
theless, we cannot but feel that it has made their 
reconstruction a matter of the greatest certainty. 
Even now in the medical world we can reckon 
up much constructive work which has been achiev- 
ed—advances in treatment and knowledge which 
will save life and limb for all generations to come. 

What we have lost has been largely in blood and 
stone. Both medical and nursing personnel have 
had their losses—from such rare spirits as Mr. 
Lawrence O’Shaunessy, the brilliant young 
specialist in heart surgery, to the ordinary man and 
woman doing their routine tasks to the best of 
their ability. We shall all think of them as the 
year draws to a close. Many of our hospitals have 
their scars, some more severe than others. The 
amazing thing is how seldom patients have been 
injured ; a special providence seems to watch 
over them. 

The fact that our buildings are damaged may 
make our hearts ache—for we love them—but it 
really does not matter. What matters is that we 
have the spirit to build them up again, better 
and braver than they were before. We do not 
think the spirit will be lacking, and the spirit 
in which they are built will give life and significance 
to the work carried out within them 

The constructive work is a matter of ideas and, 
as such, indestructible. Much has been done 


through the getting together of medical

Nurses and Advertising 


WHETHER State-registered nurses should allow 
their names to be used in advertising trade products 
was discussed at the General Nursing Council meeting 
on December 20 (full report of meeting next week) 
A recommendation to label such advertising as 
misconduct was before the Council and it was suggest- 
ed that this would be following a precedent set by the 
General Medical Council, the Central Midwives Board 


and other bodies. The resolution read as follows 
That advertising by State-registered nurses be 
considered to be misconduct under Rule 17(1) and 


that it be announced that, as from a date to be de- 
cided upon, such practice may result in removal from 
the Register." It was emphasised that the words 
“may result were used, not “ would result.’’ 
Miss D. M. Smith (in the chair), said that in 1927 
the Council resolved that such action could not be 
termed misconduct but that it was derogatory to the 
profession that a nurse should append her name to 
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a trade advertisement his resolution, it was felt 
would have sufficed as grounds for action when 
necessary The Council appeared to be agreed that 
the question concerned only trade advertising 


Advertising work was quite a different thing 
rhe matter was referred back to the Disciplinary 
and Penal Cases Committee, mainly on a question of 


The King’s Fund 


rHe Duke of Kent presided at a recent council 
meeting of King Edward’s fund for London held at 
the House of Lords. The Duke announced that the 
King had sent a special message to the hospitals 
(The King’s message is given in full on p. 1339), 
The Duke said that the King’s Fund wasabout to make 
its annual distribution of £300,000 to the London 
voluntary hospitals, and that 22 additional hospitals 
would benefit this year as the fund area had been 
extended to cover the whole of the Metropolitan 
Police District in which were included 65 District 
Nursing Associations. The Duke also referred to 
the Nursing Recruitment Centre (which was the 
subject of last week’s leading article) and the need for 
avoiding wastage of candidates. He expressed his 
deep sympathy with the hospitals throughout the 
country which had suffered as a result of war.

Midwifery Grants 
REVISED conditions for the payment of grants for 
the training of midwives have been issued by the 


Ministry of Health in Circular 2221. The revised 
rules dividing training into parts are now well 
established, and it seems that the great majority 


of nurses who want to study midwifery without 
intending to practise are taking the first period only 
As a result the number taking the second period is 
not sufficient to keep up a good supply of practising 
midwives which is the object of the Ministry’s grant. 
In future the Minister does not intend to enforce the

conditions that all applicants in respect of whom 
grant is claimed must declare their intention to 
practise midwifery. It is assumed that candidates 
taking Part II of the training will normally intend 
to practise midwifery, and the grant will be payable 
in the case of Part I schools for all pupils proceeding 
to take Part II as well as for intending health visitors 
taking Part I only. The Minister will not recognise 
a training school for grant unless he is satisfied that 
the grant will be applied for the benefit of the pupil, 
either as reduction of fees, as salary paid to the pupil 
midwife, or otherwise.

An Important Concession 

THE Minister will not in future restrict grants to 
training schools in which fees are charged. This is 
an important concession. In the past nurses have 
often either had to pay heavy fees for midwifery 
training, or, in return for their training, they have had 
to stay on in hospital for longer than they could 
afford to do. This has probably kept a certain 
number from obtaining this qualification who would 
have liked to practice midwifery. We hope the con- 
cession will be used to enable those desirous of 
practising midwifery but unable to face the expense 
after a long period of hospital training. 


Additional Casualty Beds 


The Minister of Health has circularised voluntary 
hospitals to the effect that additional beds introduced 
to take casualities may be included in monthly 
financial returns, if they are available for immediate 
use, up to 20 per cent above the normal complement 
provided the “‘ three beds to one nurse ”’ standard 
is maintained, and above 20 per cent. provided 
there is additional staff on the same standard. 


Rehabilitation for the Blind 


NuMBERs of blind men and women are doing their 
bit towards the war effort. Qualified blind masseurs 
and masseuses were among the first who volunteered 
for National Service, the large majority enlisting in 
the Chartered Society’s Massage Corps. It is im- 
possible to overestimate the usefulness of the work of 
the National Institute for the Blind in training blind 
students, who otherwise would be helpless and 
dependent, to lead useful, happy lives. The Execu- 
tive Council of the Institute in conjunction with 
other bodies concerned in the care of the blind has 
secured the approval of the Ministry of Health to a 
national scheme for extending existing facilities to 
the welfare of men, women and children who may be 
blinded as a result of enemy action. The Ministry

Evacuation and Diphtheria

Nurse Killed in Cycling Accident

Good Recovery 


from Burns 


NE evening, in September of this year, a number 
of casnalties were admitted to the casualty 
clearing station having received extensive 

burns as the result of a large bomb exploding at the 
entrance of the tunnel where they were sheltering. 
These patients were all treated with an application of 
10 per cent. silver nitrate solution followed by 
10 per cent. tannic acid solution, and all eventually 
made a good recovery, although the patient whose 
progress is described below remained in hospital for 
eight weeks. 


Condition on Admission 


The young man, whose photographs show his 
appearance after three days in hospital and on the 
day of his discharge, had extensive burns on the face, 
neck, both forearms and hands, the right buttock, 
thigh and leg. On admission he was not suffering 
from a severe degree of shock and was taken to the 
theatre immediately. Under a general anaesthetic 
(gas, oxygen and ether) the burns were carefully 
cleaned with ether soap and normal saline solution, 
and loose skin was removed. The tannic acid and 
silver nitrate solutions were then applied. The 
patient was put to bed under an electric cradle and, 
as the applications dried, a very firm black coagulum 
formed. The edges of the coagulum and any cracks 
that appeared were painted with a 1 per cent. 
solution of gentian violet. The face and hands were 
very oedematous; the lips were very swollen, and 
the eyes completely closed by the swelling of the 
lids. The patient’s general condition was satis- 
factory ; his temperature during the first five days was 
never higher than 100.2° F., and his pulse rate dropped 
from 116 per minute to a rate varying between 80 and 
96 per minute. His blood pressure was never below

120 mm. systolic pressure, and 70 mm. diastolic 
He took fluids and soft solids very readily. He was 
very cheerful and co-operative, in spite of con- 


siderable pain chiefly in his hands. Morphia was 
given at first as often as needed, and was later re 
placed by a sedative mixture of potassium bromide, 
chloral hydrate and tincture of opium 

On the seventh day his temperature rose to 102° F 
and the pain in his hands was very severe, necessi- 


tating injections of morphia in } grain doses 
His mental state was confused and, for the first 
time since his admission to hospital, his general 


condition caused some anxiety. The coagulum 
began to peel from some areas on the face and a 
little pus was seeping through cracks in the coagulum 
on both face and hands. The loosened areas were 
cut away and the raw surfaces underneath were 
cleaned with normal saline solution. Normal saline 
baths were given to both hands and the coagulum 
was removed as it became softened and loose. The 
hands were dressed with lint soaked in normal saline 
solution applied over strips of sterile ‘ Cellophane 
The “Cellophane ’’ prevented the dressings from 
adhering to the raw surfaces, and floated off readily 
when the hands were immersed in the baths. Intra- 
muscular injections of 10 per cent. soluseptasine in 
5 mil. doses were given four-hourly for three days. 
At the end of that period the temperature had fallen 
and his condition had greatly improved 


Coagulum Removed 


On some areas of the buttock the coagulum had 
been rubbed by contact with the bed. These patches

Gentian Violet as Antiseptic— 


Gentian violet is a basic dye of the triphenyla- 
mine (rosaniline) group. It occurs as a greenish 
crystalline substance, and is soluble in water, 
alcohol, and chloroform. It is insoluble in ether. 
For local application it is generally used in a 
1 or 2 per cent. aqueous solution. At this strength 
it is practically non-irritant and non-toxic. Idio- 
syncrasy to it is rare. It can therefore be safely 
applied if necessary in or around the mouth or to 
babies’ skins, and no ill-effects are likely to result 
from absorption when large areas are painted with 
the dye. Alcoholic solutions are best avoided, as 
they are liable to produce a local reaction from the 
irritant effect of the alcohol. In any case, as Garrod 
(1904) has recently emphasised in discussing the 
action of antiseptics in wounds, the proper solvent 
for an antiseptic is water; the use of any medium, 
whether to secure greater solubility, to diminish 
toxicity, or to facilitate application, entails loss of 
antiseptic power.—E. W. Prosser Thomas, M.D., 
writing on ‘‘Some Uses of Gentian Violet Application” 
in the ‘‘ Practitioner.” 


—And for Treatment of Burns 


The treatment of burns is of particular importance 
at the present time. In modern warfare burns may be 
produced by a number of agents, both physical and 
chemical, they may be caused by incendiary bombs 
and shells, by electricity from broken cables and 
short-circuits, by petrol, and by gases, such as 
mustard and lewisite. Mitchiner (1939) considers 
that gentian violet is probably the most valuable 


: 









of superficial skin layers from the thigh to these 
areas was made. Plaster gutter splints were applied 
to the anterior surfaces of the forearms and hands. 
The dressings were not removed until the tenth day 
after the operation. When the dressings were 
removed the grafts proved to be satisfactory and in 
a few days all dressings were discarded. There was 
some stiffness of the fingers, but the patient was 
very persistent in carrying out exercises to overcome 
this and a daily improvement resulted. Although 
the skin was red and easily damaged, small blisters 
occurring from time to time, and most of the nails 
were loose or had been shed, the patient, when 
discharged had a useful pair of hands.

local application for all these burns, both as an 
emergency measure and in hospital treatment. Im- 
mediate coagulation of the burnt area is essential in 
order to prevent early collapse from loss of fluid and 
absorption of toxins; gentian violet fulfils these 
requirements, as it is an excellent antiseptic-coagulant. 
It has, moreover, an analgesic effect which is import- 
ant, as pair is another cause of early collapse in 
burns. A further recommendation is its virtual lack 
of irritating properties and toxicity; the extensive 
use of an agent such as picric acid, for example, would, 
as Sutton, Jun. (1939), has pointed out, certainly 
result in a large number of cases of eczematous and 
blistering dermatitis from intolerance. 

The gentian violet is best applied as a compress 
dressing of lint or gauze, three or four layers thick, 
which should be soaked in the solution and laid over 
the entire burnt area. In chemical burns neutralisa- 
tion of the burning agent is, of course, necessary 
before coagulation is attempted. Hospital treatment 
naturally involves thorough surgical cleansing of the 
burn, whether or not an emergency coagulant has 
been used. After such cleansing the hospital dressing 
of superficial burns is again a question of an efficient 
antiseptic-coagulant, and for this purpose also 
Mitchiner states that under war conditions the most 
satisfactory is a 1 per cent. aqueous solution of 
gentian violet. He advises that the compress should 
be left alone (except for inspection), unless a rise in 
temperature or pulse indicates sepsis. The coagulum 
will separate from the burnt area in 10 to 14 days, 
and can be lifted away painlessly and easily when it 
is reaady.— E. W. Prosser Thomas, M.D., writing on

as surgeons have realised the importance of 
factors previously neglected. If the patient is able 
to take enough fluid by mouth, few problems are 
likely to arise. There is a possibility that he may 
not be receiving enough sodium chloride, for which 
the average requirement is taken to be approximately 
60 grs. daily, but this deficiency can easily be supplied 
by making up his drinks with one-fifth normal saline, 
the taste of which is not unpleasant. 


T subject of post-operative administration of 


Difficulties sometimes arise when the patient can 
take little or no fluid by mouth and this must be 
supplied by another route, of which that most com- 
monly used is the intravenous. The dan er of this 
is that the patient may be given too much salt, as 
the most common administration is normal saline 
or glucose-saline. 


Too Much Salt 


When the body is dehydrated because of an 
abdominal operation or some other cause, it cannot 
spare enough water for the kidneys to excrete an 
excess of salt, and therefore the excess is apt to be 
retained in the tissues. To prevent this salt from 
making so strong a concentration as to damage 
the tissues, the body has to retain water to dilute 
it. This may induce oedema, especially of the legs, 
which is often seen in patients who are receiving 
intravenous fluids. 

Another and paradoxical effect is that a patient 
who is being given additional fluid with the intention 
of helping his tissues, and particularly his kidneys, 
is actually having these tissues subjected to an 
increased strain, because they are being supplied 
with water containing too much salt to allow them 
to use it. The kidneys are especially over-taxed 
by trying to excrete much salt with little water 
available for its solution. 

This can be remedied by giving the right kind 
and quantity of fluid. I will deal first with the 
intravenous route. Mr. W. H. Osgilvie* has 
recently summarised this matter in a pithy way. 
His main points are these : 


The Basic Ration 


As a basic ration the patient should be given six 
pints of fluid in each 24 hours, the drip should run 
not faster than 40 drops a minute and 50 ounces of 
urine shouid be excreted. Enough sodium chloride, 
and not too much, is given in a pint of normal saline. 
The rest of the fluid should be given in some harmless 
form, in a concentration equivalent to that of the 
tissue fluids. Therefore a satisfactory method of 
making up the daily basic ration of six pints is to 
give one pint of normal saline and five pints of 
5 per cent. glucose solution in distilled water. 


If there has been an abnormal loss of fluids by 
excessive sweating, vomiting, diarrhoea or through

an enterostomy, or if the patient was dehydrated 
when treatment began, extra fluid must be given to 
this basic ration. Sweating may need an addition 
of anything from one to three pints. Other loss of 
fluids should be measured and replaced by the 
addition of an equal volume of fluid extra to the basi 
rations. Since the lost body fluids may be taken 
roughly to be of the same concentration as tissue 
fluid, the volume added to the daily ration to replace 
them should be made up as normal saline 

When using the rectal route, the total daily volume 
of fluid as basic and additional allowances is the same 
as described for the intravenous method The only 
difference is that instead of using 5 per cent. dextrose 
in distilled water, ordinary water is taken straight 
from the tap. This is effective and economical 
The rectal route for continuous administration of 
fluids is hardly used enough at present mainly because 
of wet beds and discomfort to the patient, botl 
effects of failure to observe certain precautions 
On the other hand it has definite advantages It 
needs less preparation than the intravenous route 
needs less skilled attention in setting it up at first 
and watching it later, needs less expensive fluid to 
administer, and lastly the fluid is absorbed more 
slowly and excreted more slowly The body has 
much more control over absorbing what it needs and 
has the absorbed fluid available for a longer time 


To Ensure Absorption 

Certain precautions, however, must be observed 
to prevent failure. The rectum must be empty 
when the treatment is begun rhe catheter used 
should not be larger than a No. 6, or the rectum will 
want to expel it. The catheter should not be inserted 
for more than six inches or it will coil up inside the 
rectum and be felt as an irritant. The drip should 
run only at 30 to 40 drops a minute or an excess of 
fluid will collect and be expelled. If these precautions 
are observed the rectal route will be found to be 
simple and effective.

A Midland Hospital 


Bombed but at Work 


ANY nurses in all parts of the 
M world are wondering what it 
must be like to work in a 
bombed hospital. These pictures, 
taken about a month after a heavy 
raid on a midland town, will perhaps 
give a little idea to those working 
in more peaceful surroundings. 

The hospital was hit several times 
in various parts and lost its elec- 
tricity, steam, water and gas supplies 
as the night wore on. Our first picture 
shows a direct hit on the main 
original block of the hospital; it 
carried away matron’s quarters, 
which were fortunately empty and 
the residents quarters below. 

The second picture shows a ward 
near at hand. The Balkan beams over the beds were all 
supporting extension cases on Thomas’s or Baum’s 
splints, in a ward full of surgical cases. All the windows 
and many frames and doors were blown in and the staff 
set to work to move the patients, securing the extensions 
to the splints and transferring the patients to trolleys, 
stretchers or beds in the neighbouring corridors. 

This was hardly accomplished before another hit 
made it necessary to transfer the patients to the new 
block, together with others from the neighbouring

medical block, housed in an old orphanage 
which would probably have been burnt out but 
for the prompt and courageous action of 
patients and staff in dealing with incendiary 
bombs. 


Only one ward in the original! block is in us 
as yet and our third picture shows it with its 


windows filled in with waterproofed 

and now capable of dealing with 35 patie 
again. Its black-out curtains arranged to pull 
up on taut wires at either side of the window 
frame have been replaced 


The next picture shows what a narrow escape 
the ward had, for this sun balcony leads from 
it, and the crater made when it was shattered 
fills the foreground. 


Our next pictures show that even the new

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The Meaning and Treatment 


of Rheumatism” 


By HENRY COHEN, M.D., M.B., Ch.B., 


F.R.C.P., Professor of Medicine, University of Liverpool. 


HRONIC rheumatism is a condition of inflamma- 
et tion of the skeletal tissues, and the term 
‘rheumatism ”’ belongs to a period in medicine 

prior to the differentiation of the conditions produced 
by the inflammation of the various different tissues. 
To-day each inflammatory condition has its dis- 
tinct name according to the tissue affected, as follows 
synovitis, i.e., inflammation of the synovial mem- 
brane; /fibrositis, i.e., inflammation of the fascia or 
muscle sheath; capsulitis, i.e., inflammation of the 
synovial membrane and ligaments; arthritis, i.e. 
inflammation of the joint and its coverings; myositis, 


i.e., inflammation of the muscles; (feno-synovitis, 
i.e., inflammation of the tendon and its sheath; 
neuritis, i.e., inflammation of the _ nerve. The 
term ‘‘ rheumatism ’’ may include any or all of 


these conditions. 


Causes of Rheumatism 


The causes of rheumatism are many and fall into 
five groups 

1. Injury such as the stretching of ligaments, 
haemorrhage into the joint capsule, or the rupture 
of a cartilage. 

2. Infection which may be of a known type, such 
as gonococcal, dysenteric, syphilitic or tuberculous, 
or of an unknown type in which the whole series of 
conditions labelled rheumatoid arthritis are included. 

3. Metabolic disturbances, such as gout, psoriasis. 
or rheumatism following the administration of serum. 

4. Nervous disease such as neuro-pathic or Charcot’s 
joints, which are a degeneration of nervous origin. 

5. Degeneration of joints due to senile changes. 

Rheumatoid arthritis, as has been said, is thought 
to be due to an unknown infection, and very little 
is known of the disease. It may be acute, sub-acute or 
chronic, and may affect any joint 
of the body. 

It usually occurs between the 
ages.of 20 and 30 years, and is 
most commonly found in females. 
It is preceded by stiffness and 
fleeting pains labelled “‘ a bit of 
rheumatism "’ by the lay mind, 
- and consequently ignored. After 
several attacks of this kind

Note that the fasc a covering the 
muscle is continuous with the 
sheath of the muscle tendon, 
and that muscle and nerve are 
frequently covered by the same 
fascia 
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which have cleared up almost completely, but not 
quite, the patient develops stiffness of the joints, 
with pain and swelling, and presents herself to the 
doctor sooner or later, in varying stages of the con- 
dition. She looks ill and anaemic, has lost weight 
and is dyspeptic and constipated. She may present 
a smooth, moist, atrophic skin, swelling of joints and 
wasting of adjacent muscles, producing the typical 


‘spindle ’’ shape, pain on movement, tendency to 
contraction deformity and ulnar deviation of the 
fingers. 


Deciding the Treatment 


Treatment must be directed towards overcoming 
the disease by removing the cause, if this can be 
ascertained. In the case of rheumatoid arthritis, 
when the cause is unknown, vigorous treatment 
must be directed towards prevention or correction of 
crippling deformities, and to improving the general 
health, and therefore the natural resistance to disease. 
To this end, a full diet is desirable, with the supple- 
mentary administration of synthetic vitamins if 
necessary. Sanatorium treatment is strongly advo- 
cated by some people, but has not yet been adopted 
to any great extent in this country. Patients in 
hospital are frequently investigated for evidence of 
‘* focal sepsis "’ such as septic teeth, tonsils, or sinuses, 
and at one time these members were removed, or 
drained, with generous promises for the cure of 
the resultant rheumatism. Now, however, it is 
thought unwise to do this unless the infection justifies 
removal on its own account, or unless the infection 
is thought to be undermining the patient’s general 
health. 

Vaccine therapy was a vogue of treatment for 
many years, but is not used now except where there

is haemolytic streptococcal infection of the tonsils. 
All other methods of overcoming sepsis have now 
given way to the administration of organic gold, 
which produces a non-specific reaction. Nearly all 
early cases of rheumatoid arthritis are given a course 
of gold therapy, and the results are justifiably good 
rhe best results are in the earliest stages when the 


infection causing the rheumatism is still active 
this activity is shown by an increased blood sedi 
mentation rate (the sedimentation rate is the rate 


at which the corpuscles will fall to the bottom of a 
tube in separation from the serum) 

Gold is a very potent remedy, and sometimes 
froduces very severe reactions. These are eczema, 
albuminuria and nephritis, jaundice, blood changes 
producing agranulocytosis and purpura haemor- 
rhagica, which may be severe enough to cause death 
Because of these very serious reactions, treatment 
with gold is always commenced in hospital where 
the patient can be under constant supervision, treat- 
ment moderated or stopped as soon as the signs of 
intolerance appear, and the resultant toxic effects 
dealt with immediately. 

It is of extreme importance, and frequently falls 
to a nurse’s lot, to see that care is taken in the pre- 
vention or minimising of crippling deformities. It 





LAW FOR NURSE AND NURSE-ADMINISTRATORS.— 
By S. R. Speller, LL.B. (H. K. Lewis and Co., Ltd., London; 
price 10s. 6d.) 

THERE can be no doubt that Mr. Speller’s book will 
supply a very definite need as it is the only text-book 
which deals completely with the law for nurses, and 
it is quite clear, particularly because of the recent 
developments of the law relating to the vicarious 
liability of hospital authorities for the negligence 
of their staff, that the subject stood in need of 
extensive treatment. Mr. Speller has produced a 
book which deals thoroughly with every aspect of 
the law in which the nurse may at any time be inter- 
ested, and though the work is clearly intended 
primarily for the reader with no previous legal 
knowledge, lawyers may also find that a perusal of 
some of the passages will be well worth while. 

The author was obviously faced at the outset 
with a problem of some difficulty. Should he write 
in non-technical language, avoiding legal controversies 
and quoting no legal sources, or should he write a 
normal legal text-book which might be used generally 
in the legal profession ? Clearly the need of the 
nursing profession was for a work of the former type, 
and it is to be gathered from the preface that Mr. 
Speller set out to satisfy that need. 

It does appear, however, to be a legitimate criticism 
that he has not everywhere avoided the temptation 
to write rather for readers who have some legal 
knowledge than for readers who, presumably for 
practical purposes, have no knowledge of the law at 
all. This tendency is noticeable in a number of 
passages, especially in the earlier part of the book 
and in chapter VII. A suggestion for future editions 
might be that the actual text should be examined 
with a view to simplification, so that it would serve 
the immediate needs of the non-legal reader with 
all discussions of controversial points of law and

For instance, to take an example 
at random, the paragraph beginning on page 29 and 
headed “* when service agreements must be in writing,’ 
could be re-written in a shorter and simpler form which 
would nevertheless convey the sense of the passage 
quite accurately and probably more clearly. Again 
if the purport of the first four lines on page 34 were 
made the subject of a footnote, surely the uninformed 
reader would find his effort to acquire information 
rather easier. 

Mr. Speller’s discussion in chapter VII, on the 
question of the liability of hospital authorities for the 
negligence of doctors and nurses, is most interesting 
to any lawyer. There is one recent case which he 
does not quote but which support his 
ultimate conclusion that the hospital is not vicariously 
liable for the negligence of the trained nurse in her 
professional duties. In Dryden versus Surrey Count; 
Council, a nurse failed, after an operation, to remove 
some plugging, with the result that the patient 
became seriously ill, but the hospital was held not 
liable. The case is also of interest for the fact that 
the judge held that the Council were entitled t 
employ probationer nurses, and that a proportion of 
one sister, staff nurse and five probatione

C.M.B. Questions 


Question 4.— What precautions can a midwife advise her patient 
to take during pregnancy and after delivery to prevent complica- 
tions arising in the nipples and breasts ? 

To prevent any complication arising in the breasts 
and nipples, the patient should be advised to take the 
following precautions. 

During pregnancy :— 

(1) The breasts should be washed for five to ten 
minutes with hot and cold water alternately once 
daily. Afterwards they should be dried with a 
rough towel, rubbing vigorously towards the nipple 
This treatment ensures cleanliness, good muscle tone, 
and a rich supply of blood to the part. 

(2) During the last two months, the nipples should 
be treated twice daily. A soft new nail brush should 
be boiled, and kept solely for the nipple treatment. 
A circular, kneading movement should be made 
with the brush, using a super-fatted soap. After- 
wards the nipples should be rolled between the 
finger and thumb and lubricated with lanolin. 

(3) If the nipples are flat or retracted, they should 
be treated as early in pregnancy as possible. Mild 
cases will respond well to manipulation between the 
finger and thumb. Inverted nipples may some- 
times be made to stand erect by exerting pressure 
with two fingers placed to either side of theareola. If 
this fails, it may be necessary to draw the nipple out 
with a breast pump so that the fingers may then 
manipulate the shape. An efficient and cheap 
substitute for a breast pump is a long clay pipe. The 
bowl should be placed over the nipple and the stem 
sucked by the patient. 

(4) If the breasts tend to “ leak ”’ so that the clothes 
are soaked, and the nipples become sodden, the 
patient should be advised to wear glass shells. 
These may be suspended from her under-clothes and 
collect the secretion, and so prevent the nipples 
from becoming sore. 

(5) If the breasts are heavy, they should be sup- 
ported in an uplift brassiére. 

A fier delivery :— 

(1) The nipples should be washed before each feed, 
and washed and dried after each feed—plain water is 
adequate for the purpose. 

(2) The baby should not be allowed to “ nibble ”’ 
the nipple, nor to suck at an empty breast. During 
the first 24 hours, the feeds should be restricted to 
three minutes at each breast, increasing in the next 
two days to five and seven minutes respectively. 
After that, the length of the feed will depend upon 
the flow of the milk and the needs of the baby. 

(3) The feeds should be at regular intervals, 
either three or four hourly, with no night feed. 

(4) Again, if the breasts are heavy, they should be 
supported in an uplift brassiére. 

(5) Any pain or soreness of the breast or nipple 
should be reported to the midwife immediately, so 
that she may begin the appropriate treatment at the 
earliest possible moment. 

(N.B. Many schools advocate the regular emptying 
of the breasts by hand or pump after every feed. 
In the writer’s opinion, this is not necessary except 
in a few selected cases when the milk supply is poor. 
“ District’ mothers dislike “ fussing ways,” and 
will generally only carry out instructions if they are 
few and simple. Mothers whose babies are born in 
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hospital often find it difficult to continue expression 
of their milk when involved in domestic duties, and 
complications may ensue.)

Labrador 


T was a week or two before Christmas when I 
I started on my first dog-team trip of the winter, 
to visit Mud Lake, Goose Bay, and Traverspine. 
The day was comparatively mild, the temperature 
being about 10°F, so not cold enough to freeze the 
swift-flowing river.. However, it was necessary 
to begin the journey from the other side, so we had 
to take dogs, sledge, stores and ourselves over by 


boat, somehow dodging the floating ice-pans. My 
driver, known locally as “ Uncle Jo,” had a team 


of five huskies, which I thought rather few; and, 
later, my thoughts proved to be only too correct. 


A Difficult Start 


By 11 o'clock we had crossed the river and were 
ready to start, and the team dashed off in great 
style. But after half a mile or so, we turned off 
the ice into a “ portage ”’ (that is, a pathway making 
a short cut across a point of land) and found the 
“going” not so good; for the snow was deep and 
soft, and it was hard work for the dogs to pull along 
the heavily-laden komatik. However, after two 
or three miles, we emerged again from the woods 
on to the great open stretch of ice known as Goose 
Bay; but here, where we had expected matters to 
improve, they became worse. We had to cross the 
width of the bay, a distance of 12 miles, the dogs were 
already tiring, the snow was even thicker than in 
the portage, and soon more began to fall, adding 
considerably to the difficulties. 

It took us several hours, going mostly at a walking 
pace, to reach the other side, and by that time my 
driver and I were both feeling hungry, and were 
very glad to gain the shelter of a tilt. (‘‘ Tilts,” 
by the way, are tiny log huts, containing a stove, 
a rough table, and a bench, and are built at suitable 
intervals for the convenience of travellers; and it is 
an unwritten law of Labrador that any person 


using one must leave enough wood for the next 
comers to start a fire.

get warmed quickly, before cutting 
wood.) 

We stopped for what is known locally as a “‘ mug- 
up”’ or “ boil-up,’’ Uncle Jo first lighting the stove 
inside, and then making another fire outside. Here 
he boiled water in the tin can that does service for 
a kettle, while I used the stove for my cooking. 
Into the small frying pan went the contents of two 
tins of corn beef hash, and one of sausages, while, 
as near the warmth as possible, I propped up the 
loaf and butter, both of which needed thawing. 
Then quite soon we had a good hot meal, and a very 
welcome cup of tea. It was necessary to hurry, 
however, for it was getting dark, and within half 
an-hour we were on our way again on the remaining 
two or three miles to Mud Lake. _Reaching there 
at last, how good it was to get indoors, remove 
my outer cold and snowy garments, and rest by a 
fire ! 

Families Visited 

Next morning we started off for Traverspine, 
only a few miles from Mud Lake, arriving there by 
10.30 Just two families there, so it did not take 
long to visit-them. The people at one house had 
done particularly well with fishing and shooting, 
and in an outhouse they showed me barrels and 
barrels of frozen rabbits and partridges, piles of 
frozen trout on the floor, and also a few geese hanging 
up, This food would last them all the winter and 
keep quite fresh until wanted. 

After an early dinner, Uncle Jo and I set off 
again for Mud Lake, and in the afternoon I went 
round to visit the Mud Lake people. There are 
12 families living here, but the houses are spread 
out on both sides of the river for a distance of over a 
mile, so it takes quite a time to get to them all. 
No one was very sick, but I dealt out various pills 
and ointments for minor ailments. 

The next day we planned to go to Goose Bay, 
seven miles away, spend the night there, and return 
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to North-West River the day after. We were on 
our way by 9 a.m., but the going was very bad, for 
it had snowed heavily that night, and when we struck 
across the bay, the dogs had a hard job to get along 
at all. We could see our destination—a long point 
of land—but it was on the far side of the bay, about 
four miles off. Uncle Jo had to put on his snow- 
shoes and walk ahead of the dogs to clear a path 
for them, and I was walking most of the time, too. 


Then, to make matters worse, it began to snow 
heavily, and the headland we were making for 
became almost obliterated, a faint streak of grey 


showing occasionally when there was a lull in the 
storm. The dogs kept on stopping now, through 
sheer exhaustion, and I gave up any hopes of riding, 
and put on my snowshoes, which made walking 
much easier. Whenever the komatik stopped, I 
had to give it a heave to start it off again, calling 
out to the poor dogs to encourage them, for Uncle 
Jo still had to walk ahead. At last the stops became 
so frequent, and our progress so slow, that the only 
thing to do was to set the dogs loose, and leave the 
quickly behind. They, relieved of their load, 
komatik recovered some measure of energy, and we 
both walked on towards where we hoped the land lay 


A Haven of the North 


After a mile or so, we came to it, much to my 
relief, but Uncle jo did not seem to recognize it, 
and it was all new country to me. However, after 
puzzling a little, he discovered where we were 
slightly off our course, but not much. Another 
few hundreds yard brought us to the two houses 
that constitute the village of Goose Bay. One of 
these, especially, is a very comfortable house, its 
owner being known as the “ millionaire of Labrador.”’ 
He may not be that, but must be quite wealthy, 
although all his wealth has come from combined 
hard work, skilful hunting and trapping, and a very 
good business head. His home seemed a real haven of 
refuge that day, and I was soon helped off with my 
snowy, half-frozen things, and sat by the fire to 
thaw. Later in the day the snowstorm cleared, and 
Uncle Jo was abie to find his dogs and retrieve the 
homattk. 

The next: morning was clear and sunny but cold, 
16° below zero, when we started for home. Our 
way led along the edge of the bay for what should 
have been 14 miles if we could have gone in a straight 
line; but we had to follow the land closely round all

the little inlets, adding considerably to the distance 
[his was because the snow was comparatively thin 
round the edge of the ice, but further out it 
deep and soft that we could hardly have struggled 
through. The dogs still seemed tired, presumably 
from the previous day’s labours, and then, to add 
to our misfortunes, one of them suddenly gave a 
little squeal, lay down on its side, and within two 
minutes was dead. Uncle Jo just cut the traces and

left it there—there was nothing else to be done 
and on we went with our remaining four dogs 
A Halt at a Tilt 
It must have been nearly three o’clock when we 
reached a tilt and stopped both to appease our 
hunger and rest the dogs. Our two fires were soon 
started, but this time I had to stand my tins of 


soup and milk on the stove to thaw, before I could 


get out the contents The bread, too, needed 
thawing. Frozen bread does not taste at all nice 
very hard, cold, and crunchy We ate a hurried 


meal, and soon were on our way again, reaching the 
end of the portage farthest from home as darkness 
was falling. Uncle Jo was very pessimistic about 
the being able to get much further 
as they were so tired; but we had a few frozen part 
ridges with us, and he broke off the heads, giving one

to each dog to encourage it. Then he went on 
ahead on his snowshoes, and I followed behind the 
komatik on mine I was longing for a ride, but 


had to give up all hopes of that just then, for the 
dogs could only just get along as it was. 

At long last, however, we all struggled wearil\ 
to the other end of the portage, and found there 
a good level stretch of ice along the river bank 
At this, the dogs seemed to get renewed strength 
and the two of us were able to sit on the komatih 
and enjoy a good ride over the last half mile to 
North-West River.

Dependent on Charity? 

While those who have laboured for the welfare 
of the industrial worker cannot be other than gratified 
at the fresh interest aroused by the advent of the 
industrial nurse, it does seem as though the cart 
was being put before the horse. One does not wish 
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to belittle the help the industrial nurse can give, but 
her usefulness is of necessity limited and can never 
be a complete service in itself. Why then cannot 
the work of the older institutions be recognised and 
extended ? 

Even though the worker is fit himself he cannot 
long remain so if he is worried by illness at home, 
perhaps having sleepless nights and indifferent meals. 
Take for example, a recent casg. A man is attending 
work with a septic arm. As he himself says, his arm 
“is the least of his worries. When a doctor asks 
a Queen's nurse to call at his home she finds his wife 
and family infected with scabies, impetigo and ring 
worm. His wife (pregnant) has mastitis and his little 
girl a deep abscess. Working under the directions 
of the doctor the nurse soon has the infection checked 
and the home disinfected. 

Phe man goes out to work happy and fit, knowing 
all is well with his home, and, which is also important 
he is no longer a source of infection to his workmates 

Could the industrial nurse have done much to 
help ? Yet the Queen’s nurse is still dependent on 
Charity.

He had removed the 
names of 2 women from the Roll under Section 5 (7) of 
the Midwives Act 1936 (making the total number so 
removed 2942) 

The secretary reported that 645 candidates gave notice 
of their intention to present themselves at the “ First 
Examination’ held in November, 1940. Of these 12 
failed to complete the examination from illness or other 
cause. With the exception of 55 all the candidates were 
State-registered nurses. Of the 633 who took the exam 
ination, 490 were successful, of whom all except 44 were 
State-registered nurses 

Of the successful candidates 254 stated at the time they 
applied for registration as pupils that they intended to 
proceed to the second period of training and 48 were 
undecided. Owing to the situation caused by the war the 
oral and practical part of the examination was held at 13 
centres insttad of 6 as in normal times. The object was to 
avoid long distance travel for the candidates.

I in the world—but not in the summer when the 

problem is how to keep cool and dry, even in the 
night! Daytime temperature may be as high as 
110° to 115°, with a very high humidity. The air 
is always saturated with water. In my early lectures 
I remember being told of “‘ sensible and insensible 
perspiration.’” From February to October one is 
always sensible of it in Calcutta. Change the clothing 
and in 10 minutes one is wet again. Luckily the 
dhobie (washerman) is very cheap, for one must 
change frequently, even many times a day. 

In winter, however, it is lovely. Clear blue skies, 
fresh little breezes, low humidity, brilliant sun 
One can wear the loveliest of one’s clothing without 
fear of its being ruined. At the winter social func- 
tions one sees delicate laces and silks, beautiful silver 
and golden saris (the one-piece garment of the 
Indian woman), most delicate colourings and materials 

—everyone looking like a flower. It is cold enough 
at night to enjoy eiderdown and blanket. Lovely! 


Outdoor Sports 


At Christmas we had delightful weather, as one 
expects at that time. The nurses had their sports 
day on the 23rd—races and games and an at-home 
to the doctors and to the other Indian nurses in the 
city. Miss Hutchings, the nursing superintendent, 
gave very good prizes and the nurses thoroughly 
enjoyed their day. On the 24th, in the morning, 
Matron gave out sweets and small presents to the 
servants and to their children. In the evening there 
was a small Christmas tree in the children’s ward 
and Sister gave a party, to which all the nurses and 
many visitors came and the presents were given from 
the Christmas Tree. We did not have carols, but 
most of us went to our respective churches for the 
midnight services. 

Christmas morning—a special dinner to the 
patients. Not turkey and plum pudding—no! In

this country one has to be extremely careful about 
food. The Hindus, Mohammedans, Parsees, Jews 
and Christians are again divided—into vegetarians, 
fish and egg eaters, or eaters of everything. The 
Jew will not touch anything with a cloven hoof or 
with a shell; the Mohammedan will not touch pork; 
some castes of Hindu will not touch meat of any 
description or even egg or fish, and no Hindu will 
eat cow, which is sacred. The animals for consump- 
tion by Mohammedans must be killed by a Moham- 
medan; the food for the Hindu must be cooked and 
served by a Hindu. One Hindu caste will eat duck 
eggs, another one hens’. 


Their Christmas Menu 


It is all very difficult and we, therefore, have to 
provide food that will be eaten by all—vegetables 
and fruit and. nuts, rice, Indian sweets made from 
milk, ght (butter that has been boiled until it is 
considered pure), various kinds of flour. So each 
patient is given a bag of kissmuss (nuts, dried 
fruit, raisins, etc.) and a hazart (breakfast) 
of rice, dhal (like pea flour), vegetables, chillies 
Some of the north countrywomen eat chapatties 
(flat, unleavened cakes made from brown flour, 
salt and ghi, and fried in a pan with a little ght). 
They are also given Christmas cards and any spare 
clothing that we can collect for them. Most of the 
toys on the Christmas Tree have been given to us 

On Christmas Day there is also the Sisters’ lunch, 
with Matron a very welcome guest. Here we have 
both turkey and plum pudding, with all the usual 
sweets, nuts, crackers, and plenty of good fellowship 
The turkey was given to us by a friend who also gave 
us the crackers and sweets. 

On Christmas Day the nurses also have their Christ- 
mas meal, again something that all castes and creeds 
could eat. Turkey would definitely not be appre- 
ciated here, but chicken curry meets with cries of 
satisfaction and there is a bag of sweets, oranges, 
nuts, raisins, crackers, at every plate. The nurses 
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all have a half day off duty on Sunday, and Matron 
also gives each nurse the price of a ticket to the 
circus or to the cinema and another extra half day 
to spend it in—very much appreciated 


Christmas night is quiet, everyone being allowed 
to go her own way We do not give concerts in 
the wards, so that part of the festivities is much 
lighter than at home. On Boxing Day the sisters 
and senior staff all dine quietly and each is given an

extra half day. After that we settle down again t 
normal, and all this in perfect summer weather 

On January 1 the new preliminary training school 
virls begin their duties. We teach from an English 
syllabus, but in three languages, Hindustani, Bengali

More Letters from a Nightingale Nurse 


After her year as probationer at St. Thomas’s 

Hospital and eight months at Highgate Infirmary, 

Mary Cadbury returned to St. Thomas's to take 
up her duties as a sister in Mary Ward 


Mary Ward, 
February 8, 1878 

Thanks, dear Mother, for telling me about the young 
student. I fancy it is one that Miss Pringle has had 
some trouble with. There was one who died, I think, 
last year who had given her trouble and apologised 
on his death-bed for it; religious flirts are very 
trying to deal with. 

We have just got a bad paralysis case come in. 
She is a nurse-maid, not spoken since Tuesday and 
was in good health before. The poor thing seems to 
have been much neglected; such an inflamed back 
I have scarcely ever seen, and only in these few 
days, but it must be most awkward nursing such 
cases in private. I have the first snowdrops and 
violets on my table, only two of each but I hope 
they are only harbingers. I do long for flowers. 


Saturday, February 23, 1878 
My dearest Mother, 

Has thou told Father what I have been thinking 
of with regard to the night superintendent’s place 
at St. Mary’s Hospital ? I feel sorely puzzled about 
it. I do shrink from added responsibility of any 
kind, even taking a step that would lead on to 
matronship. Miss Spencer said “‘ Why don’t you 
go and help Miss Williams ?”’ R. W. is coming to 
see me on Tuesday afternoon and I must hear a little 
more about it before I decide. 

February 27, 1878 

I have been weighing a great deal about leaving 
this place. I do love the actual nursing, and if you 
don’t mind my remaining a “ Sister,’’ at present at 
any rate, I think I had better. Rachel had only been 
with me about three-quarters of an hour when up 
comes Mrs. Wardroper. I think she had heard from 
someone that Rachel was with me and she actually 
stayed an hour and a half in my room. She certainly 
did apologise to me when she left for taking up so 
much of our time. 

Chis afternoon four of the students belonging to 
the football club brought me up their splendid silver 
vase to see, which they have gained this year in the 
contest. They were very proud of it and said they 
thought it ought to be in each ward a month at a 
time, and I proposed they should begin with mine 
and keep it full of flowers all the while. 

I have some touching cases in the wardnow. One 
a girl of 14 who has dropsy in the stomach; shesuffers 
a great deal. I am afraid she will never get better. 
My starving hysteria girl is making wonderful 
advances with galvanism. 

She hates it and it really seems to bring all the 
wickedness out of her at the time; she most tryingly 
seemed to have none before. She can walk already. 


March 17, 1878 


I liberated Nurse Curling at half past one 
as it would give her three more hours with her sister, 
her only one and no parents. Miss Mackenzie’s 
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staff day nurse badly wants to come up here. Nurse 
Curling has been doing all she can to encourage 
her . . . putting it on wanting to be under Dr 
Murchison . . . for she always has a fancy that we 
have more interesting cases than they have and we 
certainly are generally heavier ... My night nurse 
expected to have the day nurse’s place offered to 
her, .... but Mrs. W. .. . told her yesterday she 


would send her to a men’s surgical ward on night 
duty; this has dreadfully upset her and now I don’t 
know what will be, and I feel a good deal perturbed 
for I can’t bear to see people hurt in their minds 

One charm of Miss Curling is she tells me everything 
I don’t know whether it is good or not, but I love to 
hear her talk—-with her pretty, interesting, beaming 
face changing all day long. It’s quite a study; a 


winning face is a talent! ... My probationer showed 
me, when I went out, a large bunch of violets which one 
of the patients had given her .. . I had to tell her | 


didn’t allow probationers to take bunches by whol 
sale to the Home; they might take a few, but they 
were brought for the ward . I have had the most 
beautiful flowers taken away and I think if they are 
working in the ward it is selfish to say the least, but 
we are all selfish mortals, one finds it out about 
oneself every day. 

I have been very heavy and worked very hard this 
last week and added to it by going two early mornings 
to Covent Garden . . . The flowers are beautiful there; 
it is such a treat, but one does not know where to 
stop buying 

It is reported that there are three nurses mad after 
Mary (to be staff nurse) . . . I only hope I shall get 
one of the three. I know who they are, but am afraid 
I shall slip through all. However, I commit it and 
leave the results, for it is quite certain I don’t know 
what is best for me and I can’t see the end from the 
beginning. Nurse brought me such a sweet lot of 
garden flowers and such pretty ivy which she knows 
I love. . Kingsley says that part of the joy of 
heaven will be that there will be so much more 
expression ot love 

March 30, 1878 


Nurse Curling .. . has left the hospital this evening 
for Shadwell, Miss Mackenzie’s children’s hospital. 
I hope she will be happy there. Her successor with 


me is not brilliant; she does not seem happy and isn’t 
at all well, so that the ward feels rather dull but I 
expect we shall chirp up soon. . . . I think I told you 
last time of a patient with typhoid fever whom I 
was very anxious about. I do think she is going to 
recover, though still very ill It is wonderful what 
human nature will pass through. 
May 20, 1878 

My dearest Carrie, 

You must settle which theatre for Thursday 
night, so that we may go straight off to it!!... We 
can settle then what we can do on Friday and 
Saturday. There is a very interesting exhibition of 
Turner’s painting . . . in Bond Street, I hear; we 
might go and see those one odd time. Could not one 
of you arrange to stayover Sunday? Iam sure with 
all the meetings I shall have no time tosee you quietly.

The pattern takes care of the style and line 
and your own fingers can give the careful seaming 
and pressing that add so much to the effect of the 
finished garment. 

Among the materials you might choose is corduroy 

a tough, smart fabric that can now be obtained in 
a variety of attractive colours. Flannel, plain or 
chalk-striped, is the classic choice. But you can also 
make up smart slacks from wool jersey if you are 
sure to choose the heavy, closely woven kind that 
will retain its lines, To make this design for a 
27-inch waist fitting, you will require 2} yards of 
material, 54 inches wide. 


An “Easy-to-Make” Pattern 

Here we show you a Vogue design for trousers that 
is an ‘“‘ Easy-to-Make”’ Pattern. You can make 
them with a fitted waistband or with a built-up waist 
and smart braces effect. Darts in the back and well- 
shaped seams ensure a neat fit through waist and 
hips. The legs, with turn-back trouser cuffs, are 
just comfortably wide. The pattern is available in 
waist sizes 25 to 32 and costs Is.

It is a simple scheme, when dressmaking with paper 
patterns, to get the pattern and its pieces identified 
in your mind before you start undoing the folds and 
strewing the pieces round the room.

‘ Committee Discussion 


It has been decided to publish for the information of 
members some of the interesting subjects discussed at a 
recent Public Health Section central committee meeting 

A report was given on a survey recently made on the 
‘day minding’’ of children. Information received 
showed that in the majority of cases, persons accepting 
“day minded ”’ children were not registered, neither was 
any supervision given. This lack of supervision, due to 
the health visitor being unaware of the whereabouts of 
these children, may, in some cases prevent physicalor 
other defects being treated. The accepted standard of 
all public health nurses is ‘ prevention is cheaper than 
cure."’ Therefore it is necessary that registration of 
women accepting such children be made compulsory 

It was pointed out that many mothers had evacuated 
themselves and their children to the country without 
reference to the Government scheme. Such families 
were not known to the public health nurses in the reception 
areas, so social services were not extended to them. To 
remedy this position it was suggested that notices of 
available facilities in reception areas should be posted on 
public buildings i.e., church halls, cinemas, etc., so that 
mothers may know where to apply for advice. 

Records have not always been sent to reception areas 
when ante-natal mothers have been evacuated. The 





most obvious reflection is regret that the doctor or nurse 
who cared for the mother at her confinement did not 
have the assistance these records might have given them 
The mother herself would also have a feeling of confidence 
if the nurse knew all about her during pregnancy. It was 
recommended that evacuating authorities be asked to 
co-operate by sending records with ante-natal mothers
